If he did say that, ho was tempora- 
rily in 11 state of weakness, for the fly- 
ing machine will do more than anything 
yet invented to brna.1: down thj preju- 
dices of ono niition lor ivr.oiher. Wars 
are the result of such projudui*; care- 
fully inflamed 1 y ambitions men, and 
while the aviation is not going to stop 
nil wars it will surely reduce them to a 
minimum.

Over ono-half thobe who signed 
thin remarkable proposition are Be- 
publiearj.s who, a-, well as the Demo- 
crats who affixed their signatures to 
it, have been in favor of the repeal of 
the Sherman tu t and btrongly opposed 
to the rernonetization of silver. They 
now propo-,f i>> btver thfir connection 
with the nld parties for a considera- 
tion. Tin y are actuated ?oioly by self- 
interest and offer to do what they can 
to prevent the passage of a bill they 
have hitherto advocated if the &ilver 
men will reciprocate. 


This i»ey movement hab created 


quitf a <-r-ii!-,itiori in Philadelphia owing 
to the political and liiutncial standing 
of tho-f \vho inaugurated it 
It will 


hardly commend itself to the public. 
The proposition i-, too selfish and cold- 
blooded to \.ts received \uth favor. It 
only differs in degree from a " sell out'' 
club ort'aiu/idou the eve of an elec- 
tion to make the most of the elective 
f rauchis-e by disposing of votes to those 
who oiler mo-,l for them. It is, how- 
ever, UK- method adopted by the gold- 
bugs to carry their bchcmes through

Bryan of Nebraska in- 


troduced a bill to tax deposits in Na- 
tional banks at the rate of one-fourth 
of ono per cent. In consideration of 
this tax the Government guarantees 
the depositor agauitt loss in the event 
of the failure of the bunk. In explana- 
tion of the provisions of the bill its 
author *nys it will benefit depositors 
by giving them security for deposits. 
It will briiii.' to national banks advant- 
ages which will more than balance the 
small ta\, beeiwise tho greater security 
will bring to the banks greater deposits. 
The tax will be suspended when the 
special fund reaches $10,000 and after 
that the tax will be merely nominal. It 
will benefit the community because 
when depositors are secured money 
will not be hoarded.

It will com- 
pel States to protect depositors in 
ytate banks in some way or State 
banks will get no deposits. By paying 
deposit ot-b at once moaey is put in 
circulation and embarrassment to the 
business community prevented.

the Fair are increasing daily as the 
time draws near for the closing. The 
flat has gone forth and on October 31st, 
the work of removing exhibits and 
tearing down the buildings will com- 
mence, one building at a time. 
Those 


who have not visited the "Great Colum- 
bian .Exposition" have missed a sight j 
which will probably never be witnessed ' 
again in such magnificent and gorge- 
ous splendor. Since my last letter I 
have visited 


THE TEANSPORTATIOX BUILDING, 


Where can be seen all methods of mov- 
ing freight and passengers 
known. 


Wheeled gear from a toy wagon to a 
100-ton engine. Engines and cars from 
the original John Bull and Mohawk, 
and their odd coaches to- a train of 
Pulmau coaches that are an oriental 
drearn. Buggies, carriages, phsetons 
and wagons of every discription, ele- 
vators of all kinds, the different air- 
brakes in use, in fact everything that 
peitains to moving the animate or in- 
animate. 


MACHINERY HALL 


Would delight any one with a mechan- 
ical turn of mind, and it is complete 
with its supply of useful and wonder- 
ful work. 
Stationary engines of all 


bizes, dynamos of every make, type 
making machines, printing 
presses, 


type setting machines, etc, etc. In one 
part of the building there is in opera- 
tion a machine 
for 
embroidering 


such goods as handkerchief F, badges 
ete. It was at work on about fifty 
handkerchiefs at the time I saw it, the 
operator simply running his pointer 
over a design with one hand and ma- 
nipulating some levers with the other, 
embroidering a handsome design on 
the corners of the fifty handkerchiefs 
all at once, and in a very short space 
of time. 
GOVERNMENT AND ELBCTBICITY BUILDINGS. 


In the Government building the ex- 


hibts of the war department and the 
Smithsonian Institute deserve especial 
mention. 


But the electricity building is the 


grandest triumph of all mechanical 
success. 
In the center "Edison's 


Bunker Hill" tower, which is illumin- 
ated every twenty minutes after 7:Sb P. 
M., is studded with 5,000 incandescent 
lights in all colors. 
The machine for 


making nuts, bolts, screws, etc.; for the 
manufacture of "magnets, bell work, etc.; 
the insulating, of wire in its different 
methods, including the double paraflne 
linen insulation and braiding machines 
for covering small wire for coils can be 
seen at all ho-irs from 7 to 10 P. M. The 
electric "lightning" is shown once dur- 
ing each evening, consisting of a vivid 
and realistic display of zigzag forked 
lightning, accompanied by the pecu- 
liar crash that comes with it in nature. 


Thursday night a couple of visitors 


absolutely fell to the floor from fright 
at the lightning demonstration under 
the impression that the whole building 
was coming down on them. 
The 


electrical spiral column—with spiral in 
colors, red, white and blue—forty foet 
high from the bottom of which rises 
apparently a ball of fire running up 
the column in the different colors, and 
is distributed horizontally by four 
zigzag arms to four immense revolving 
globes, three feet in diameter, which 
show the national colors alternately 
many times in succession, and as it 
dies out a new supply comes from the 
column. 


After viewing the different modes of 


practical electricity, such as is used in 
propelling street-cars, running differ- 
ent kinds of machinery, cash indica- 
tors, phonographs, graphones, telauto- 
graphs, micrographs, telephones, etc., 
etc., 
you can wind up the electrical 


building by taking a peep at the great 
"spark." This spark is shown three 
times a day, is 42 inches in length, 
makes a noise like a young cannon and 
is generated 
by 
2,300,000 volts of 


electricity. The first working dynamo 
ever made by Brush is on exhibition in 
the building. 


THE STATE BUILDINGS 


Are each and all very fine, especial 
credit being due to California, Illinois, 
the two Dakotas', Missouri and Wash- 
ington. The Woman's Building, de- 
signed by a California lady, outside 
and inside is like noble woman herself, 
beautiful,, graceful and chaste. The 
art gallery I visited of course and saw 
the paintings of all nations, but I will 
not give any details, as everyone who 
has any of the true artist in their com- 
position differ so much in their style 
and taste that it would be useless for 
me to try and tell you which paintings 
showed most skill, truth, coloring 
light and shade, feeling, etc., etc. 


THE FISHEBIES BUILDING 


Was one of the gardens of delight to 
my eyes. The building itself is o 
great beauty. It is in three parts, i 
main building 365 feet long and 165 
wide, and two polygonal buildings each 
133 feet in diameter in vhich is con 
tained the aquarii for live flsh. Every 
thing in the way of fish, shell flsh auc 
fossils from the depths of lake, river 
gulf and ocean .are to be seen. Th 
coral animal that builds islands anc 
reefs, sea anemones that 
blossom 


thousands of feet below ocean's snr 
face, large devil flsh and sharks. 
the main building are the preservecTo 
stuffed flsh of old ocean, repfesenta 
tions in paper mache, of seal rookeries, 
seal drives, walrus fisheries, etc., etc.

explanation is all that can be said 


after hearing all arguments. 


A much humbler yet ancient instance 


of great local interest used to exist, we 
believe, at Baddeley, in the New forest, 
in the shape oi a groaning tree. Whether 
it still lives and groars we are uncer- 
tain, but it is said to have uttered mys- 
terious and lugubi'ious sounds at certain 
times, probably dependent on wind or 
weather, but full of omen and import to 
past generations. Indeed in the various 
mysteries which, despite fin de sieclo 
acntoness, f.till stirrotind us, eerie noises 
have always played a most conspicuous 
part, whether out of doors or within 
ancient houses. Instances of the latter, 
indeed, abound. Som» of the most thrill- 
ing of inexplicable ghost stories turn 
not oil i-.nylhing which has appalled the 
ejes, but h.'..i •'distilled horror" through 
the L'iii-H. It id, we believe, in East An- 
gli.-i that the hhvieks heard from time to 
time round curtain pits have long been 
a tradition in which a female phantom 
has part. 


The "drtimuic'r of Tedworth's" phan- 


tom sound:, luo so well known from 
Aubrey and moro modem describers as 
only to need alludon, but we may here 
say that, according to u, communication 
in a popular periodical somo few years 
back, hiunhir ijOiindsj had recently, coin 
paratively speaking, boon heard in the 
locality, und by people of most practical 
disposition. These may be called phan 
torn sound.'). Returning again to those 
which hover on the border line between 
tho natural and inexplicable, there is th" 
wild strain as of weird music which has 
becu heard aboard ships -when getting 
•within tho circle of n Mozambique cy- 
cloiie. 


One of tho same kind, formerly mys- 


tcvious and thrilling enough, lias been 
resolved into a natural one. Early trav- 
eler ; through the primeval forests of 
Biv.zil—sUi1 among tho few unexplored 
[,UILOJ of ilio globs—were astonished and 
n'Aed to hear (ho distant resonant sound 
ol a bell i o.iliiig from tho depths of the 
woods, which certainly had no building 
ru.d for ages had known no Iranian foot- 
step. 
Many a le^enel was woven round 


Lho htrango sound. Ultimately it was 
discovered to be the notoof the bell bird. 


There are, however, few mysterious 


faOLinds which havo been as satisfactorily 
exi 1.lined as this. For instance, there is 
till- If^'iid of the. sounds heard at times 
uu thr pl.iina of Marathon, the clash of 
s.Liiiioiib, tho snorting of horses, the 
•shouting of tho slayers and screeching 
of the tslaiii," which recall to memory 
tho tiimous battle that lives so much 
more vividly than many modern ones in 
I ho history of tho world. 
Of course 


Uiero are many instances of sounds 
which, nt first mysterious, become- so re- 
ally froi.i tho distance over which they 
traveled, but these must be distinguished 
from those which are our theme. 


One of the most interesting example? 


rosts on the authority of the late Sir Ed- 
mund Head, who remembered when a 
boy going to church on the famous 
"Waterloo Sunday," June 18, 1815, at 
Hythe, in Kent. His father and he, on 
arriving at the clmrch at 11 a. m., found 
to their surprise the congregation out- 
sido listening intently to the faint csound 
as of distant cannon coming from the 
east. Afterward it was ascertained that 
Napoleon having, on the (for him) un- 
fortunate advice of his artillery officers, 
who pleaded the state of the ground, 
waited till 11 to commence his fire, the 
tirst French gun was fired asfhe Nivolles 
church clock struck 11. Nor was Hythe 
the only place where the French cannon 
were heard in England. 


Here, however, is fact dependent on 


the by no means remarkable axiom that 
sound under certain conditions travels 
enormous distances. But the sounds of 
which we speak for the most part have 
puzzled all who have attempted to ex- 
plain tneru and lie indeed in that vague 
i-egion which is inexplicable. Such is the 
sound of the "Airlie drum," such are the 
wailing of the banshee in some parts of 
Ireland.—New York Post.
